QUSTER OF RITTER 
‘FAVORED IN HOUSE 


Action Sends Case to Sen- 
ate; Judge Accused of 
Misdemeanors in Office. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—(UP) 
The house tonight approved a resolu- 
tion to impeach Federal Judge Halsted 
L. Ritter, of the southern district of 
Florida, on charges of misbehavior, 
high crimes and misdemeanors in of- 
fice. 

The vote was announced as 181 to 
146 for impeachment. 

The vote came after five hours of 
debate on the ease, brought up by 
the house judiciary committee, during 
which Ritter was characterized as a 
“tyrant” and a “dictator.” 

The action sends Ritter’s case to 
the senate, which will sit as a trial 
jury to hear the charges as represent- 
ed by a group of managers from the 
house. Ritter is charged with granting 
exorbitant receivership fees to A. 
Rankin, his former law partner, and 
with accepting $4,500 from Rankin. 

Listened to Debate. 

Ritter, a gray-haired man, listened 
to the debate with his wife from a 
front row in the gallery. 

After the vote was announced Judge 
Ritter declined all comment except to 
say he would “fight the case through.” 
He said he had no immediate plans. 

Only 11 times in United States his- 
tory has the senate tried impeachment 
cases. The most recent was the case of 
Federal Judge Harold Louderback, of 
the northern district of California, in 
1933. The most celebrated was the 
impeachment trial of President An- 
drew Jackson in 1868. Both cases re- 
sulted in acquittal.

Refusal to establish a committee of

MANCHESTER, N. H., March 2.— 
(P- Postmaster-General James A, 
Farley Fsserted tonight the American 
people repealed the economy plank in 
the 1932 democratic platform after 
President Roosevelt had carried out 
his word to enact it in law. 

Farley said the economy bill, passed 
in 1933 cutting “normal expenditures 
of government by 25 per cent,” was 
erased from the statute books in 1934 
“over the veto of President Roosevelt.” 

“The members of congress who over- 
rode that veto came before the voters 
of the country in the fall of that year 
and most of them were re-elected and 
vindicated by the voters,” he said, 

“Economic Suicide’ for States. 

Speaking as chairman of the demo- 
cratic national committee, he told the 
Young Democratic Clubs of New 
Hampshire in a prepared speech the 
sudden halt of emergency expenditures 
demanded by administration critics 
would mean “economic suicide for New 
England.” His address was broadcast.

Court Upholds Right of States 
To Regulate Prison-Made Goods 


Prohibition of Sale Outside Borders Given Supreme 
Tribunal’s Approval; Talmadge’s Suit Against 
Bankhead Act Dismissed. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—(?)—, 
The supreme court today unanimous- 
ly upheld the right of states to pro- 
hibit the sale of goods made in prisons 
outside their borders, regulate’ intra- 
state property of interstate utilities 
and tax firms engaged in interstate 
and foreign shipping. 

Returning from a two weeks’ re- 
cess, the nine justices handed down 
19 opinions, refused to reconsider the 
recent TVA decision and dismissed 
an attack brought by Governor Tal- 
madge, of Georgia, against the sinc>- 
repealed Bankhead cotton ontrol get. 

All of the court’s decisions today 
were unanimous. They included: 


1. The Hawes-Copper act giving 
states power to control or prohibit 
sale within their borders of prison- 
made goods brought in from the out- 
side was held constitutional in an 
Ohio case. 

2. The three and one-half per cent 
depreciation rate fixed by the Nebras- 
ka Railway Commission for 1934 on 
the intrastate property of the North- 
western Bell Telephone Company was 
upheld. 

8. The California franchise tax as- 
sessed on part of the interstate and 


foreign shipping business of the at- 
son Navigation Company ang the 
Oceanic Steamship Company was de- 
clared valid. 

4. The occupation tax assessed by 
the state of Washington for the priv- 
ilege of doing business within the 
state also was ruled constitutional. 

5. The West Virginia chain store 
tax was held to apply to filling sta- 
tions leased by refining companies. 

The court’s refusad to review the 
Tennessee Valley Act decision 1n- 
nounced two weeks ago was contained 
in a list of “orders” given reporters 
after the formal opinions had been 
read. No reason was assigned. 

The right of TVA to sell surplus 
electrical energy devoloped at dams 
constructed for national defense or 
navigation control purposes was up- 
held by an 8-to-1 vote of the justices. 
It was the New Deal’s second victory 
in nine high court tests.

The strike crippled business and 
residential skyscrapers in many sec- 
tions of the city and extensions of it 
were threatened for tomorrow. 

Despite a vast police mobilization 
and stringent precautions, more than 
60 men were arrested in widespread 
minor disorders, 

For the fifth time in the history 
of New York city, the health depart- 
ment took control to combat an ot- 
ficially designated “state of emer- 
gency.” The other emergency declara- 
tions were made during epidemics. 

Mayor F. H. LaGuardia, declar- 
ing the stoppage of elevators, tele- 
phone service and heat to be a threat 
to the health of the city, called upon

to see that fires were stoked and 
necessary trips made by elevators in 
buildings of more than six stories.

15 Workmen Killed 
By Runaway Tender 


DOWNIE, B. C., March 2-—(UP) 
Fifteen workmen, trapped in a nar- 
row mountain cut of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway, were crushed to death 
today when a runaway locomotive ten- 
der careened down a steep grade into 
them as they worked on the right-of- 
way. 

An avalanche high in the snow-cov- 
ered Rockies had derailed the tender 
and filled the cut with debris. It was 
placed back on the rails and a loco- 
motive was hauling it up a steep grade 
as the crew of a work train labored te 
clear the cut. The tender coupling 
snapped and the unbraked tons of 
steel shot down the mountainside. 

The workmen were unable to climb 
the steep. slippery sides of the cut to 
escape. The tender smashed into them 
at terrific speed. Bodies were huried 
in all directions. 

The tender then crashed into a de 
railed locomotive.

Panama had refused to ac- 
cept the American payments in 1934 
and 1935 on the ground that they were 
entitled -by the treaty to receive the 
payment in gold. The United States

Officials said this would 
give Panama the approximate equiva- 
lent of the previous gold payment.

Returns Must Be Filed by 
March 15, Revenue Col- 


lector Warns. 

Just 14 more days are left for the 
income tax payer of Georgia to file 
his returns with the federal govern- 
ment. 

The reminder came yesterday from 
Frank B. Boyce Jr., assistant inter- 
nal revenue collector for Georgia, 
who commented that the latest check 
shows the taxpayer is slower in hand- 
ing in his returns than he was last 


year. 

“It is due 2 to the bad 
weather,” said Mr. Boyce yesterday, 
“but, bad weather or not, the dead- 
line is March 15, and the penalties go 
into effect for anyone who has not 
filed his return by that day.” 

Ample forces to help the taxpayer 
make out his return have been pro- 
vided by the Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment in every city of more than 50,- 
000 population. The clerks who are 
ready to help the gg may be 
found in the postoffice buildings of 
these cities. 

“In smaller towns and cities,” said 
Mr. Boyce, “taxpayers will find in- 
formation on the bulletin boards in 
the postoffice buildings telling them 
when our traveling crews will reach 
their city.” 

The size of the lines at the taxpay- 
ers’ windows is growing daily in all 
the cities, said Mr. Boyce, but there.

GUNTER IS ACCUSED

W. T. Gunter, 53-year-old Avondale 
carpenter, remained in custody of De- 
Kalb county police last night on 4 
charge of murder following a session 
of the DeKalb coroner’s jury which 
returned a verdict declaring that G.

The Bankhead law assessed a tax 


of approximately half the market value 
upon the ginning of all cotton produc- 
ed in excess of Bankhead allotments. 
The Kerr-Smith law levied a sales 
tax upon tobacco sold in excess of 
grower allotments.

ON NAVAL PROBLEM é: 


France e But U.S. 
Demands Have Not Yet 
Been Met. 


LONDON, March 2.—(4)—Great 
Britain, France and the United States 
have arrived at a tentative agreement, 


authoritative circles said tonight, 
which may permit the naval confer- 
ence to come to a quick, successful 
conclusion. 

Reported withdrawal of French po- 
litical objections to a general naval 
treaty came on the heels of two de- 
velopments which apparently opened 
the way to break the parley deadlock. 
They were: 

1, Announcement by the British for- 
eign office that Germany and Great 
Britain are prepared to negotiate a 
bilateral treaty on a basis of pros- 
pective conference agreement. 

2. A promise from Pierre-Etienne 
Flandin, French foreign minister, to 
Anthony Eden, British foreign min- 
ister, that the French would drop their 
demands for settlement of European 
political problems around the confer- 
ence table. 

Still to be solved, however, was the 
limitation of battleship tonnage. The 
Americans demand a 35,000-ton max- 
imum, while the French seek a lower 
limit of 27,500 tone. 

The agreement among the three 
powers—Great Britain, France and 
the United States—would form the 
basis for a general treaty which would 
be open to all naval powers. Italy

INCOME AS TAX BASIS 

Commenting in an article in the 
New York Herald Tribune on the 
methods generally used in valuat- 
ing real estate, President W. J. 
Demorest, of the Real Estate Board 
of New York, holds that value based 
on sales, foreclosures and such fac- 
tors are not as sound nor fair as 


valuation on the basis of the reve- 


nué of the property involved. 

Especially is this true in Georgia 
in connection with the assessment 
of real estate for taxation. Follow- 
ing the bursting of the bubble of 
synthetic prosperity, rental value of 
both business and residential prop- 
erty dropped like a plummet, but 
the decréase in assessments has 
been but slight. 

As a result, property held as in- 
vestment has during the past five 
years been, in many instances, a 
liability instead of an asset, with 
the taxes amounting to more than 
the property could be reasonably 
expected to bring in. 

Such taxation is tantamount to 
confiscation and has caused thou- 
sands of Georgia investors to lose 
their property during the past few 
years. Others have razed buildings 
on their property from which a 
moderate revenue could have been 
expected but which would not have 
approximated taxes levied on an- 
other basis than income-earning 
value. 

The fact that in these cases the 
state and local governments lose 
taxation that might have been se- 
cured with a fairer basis of valua- 
tion emphasizes the need for sweep- 
ing reforms in the levying of taxes 
on real property in Georgia. 

President Demorest expresses the 
opinion that “without a doubt the 
foundations of many great fortunes 
of the future are now being laid, 
and those who have the courage to 


_ buy real estate now, and the wisdom 


to buy with discrimination, will be

SAITO RAPS MILITARISTS 

The address delivered in Wash- 
ington Saturday night by Japanese 
Ambassador Hirosi Saito brings re- 
assurance that there is no serious 


tary dictatorship as the result of 
the recent revolt in Tokyo. 

Without the advice of his govern- 
ment, and the knowledge that last 
week’s crisis has been overcome, it 
is not probable Ambassador Saito 
would have made the positive state- 
ment that “I can definitely say that 
the recent event will not alter Ja- 
pan’s policies, either internal or ex- 
ternal, except that the statesmen re- 
sponsible for government will have 
their sense of patriotic devotion 
quickened and will endeayor to ex- 
ercise even more care in purifying 
politics.” 

The new type of oriental diplo- 
macy represented by Ambassador 
Saito is reflected in his frank ad- 
mission that while the Okada cabi- 
net may have made honest mis- 
takes, it is, “as your President 
Theodore Roosevelt used to Say, 
‘the batting average that counts.“ 

Taking the position that the re- 
cent revolt was staged by misguided 
zealots hoping for the elimination 
of certain economic evils within the 
empire, Ambassador Saito states: 


I therefore do not believe that the 
recent incident can be explained away 
as a conflict of militarists and liber- 
alists in Japan. By the same token 
I do not foresee a rise of domination 
of any militarist or group of them 
who will chart a new course for our 
country. 

Neither the majority nor the best 
of our military men are militarists. 
There is a great difference between 
military men and militarists. The for- 
mer are benefactors, the latter men- 
aces to their country. 

For Japan, as for any other coun- 
try, it would be a disaster for mili- 
tarists to obtain control. It would 
be a blow at the soul of the nation 
which is more important than its 
body. 

The frank attack of Ambassador 
Saito on the militarists significant- 
le reveals the confidence of the 
civil leaders of the government, 
based largely, no doubt, on the 
sweeping victory recorded at the 
polls during the recent diet elec- 
tions. As the occupant of the most 
important post in the Japanese dip- 
lomatic service, Saito would scarce- 
ly have gone as far as he did if 
the power of the militarists has not 
waned from the high point reached 
five years ago at the time of the 
Mukden and Shanghai incidents. 

Other nations can find comfort- 
ing reassurance in the Saito state- 
ment. Because of internal condi 
tions, similar largely to those con- 
fronted by every other government, 
the Japanese cabinet has to move 
cautiously in the adoption of poli- 
cies of peace, but that they are 
favored by a steadily increasing ma- 
jority of the masses of the people 
and their leaders, becomes more 
clear as time goes by.

For 
it stands to reason that neither Ger- 
many nor anyone else can go on in- 
definitely preparing for war, straining 
all its energy and*effort in that direc- 
tion, pouring out the wealth of the 
people into that bottomless vat, with- 
out being broke some day and then 
plunging into the terrible adventure 
of trying to regain the losses in a 
raid on its neighbors.

Came to Power. 


There were men who saw right from 
the beginning that if Hitler were al- 
lowed to assume power, the general 
armament race would some day be- 
come inevitable. When he systemati- 
cally crushed out of existence demo- 
cratic institutions, silenced the press, 
abrogated parliament and so made any 
discussion and any criticism impossi- 
ble, the danger grew with startling 
clarity.

the Hitler administration, including 
the slow massacre of the Jews, and 
that He looks with approval upon any 
war which they may undertake, inas- 
much as any war of theirs necessarily 
must be fought for the propagation 
of the nazi principles which He has 
approved. 

To this end, although the treaty 
has not yet been formally signed, the 
nazis already have revised man 
their religious songs to express 3 
detestation of all treaties fo the reich 
and his recognition of the s 
as a symbol higher than the Cross. 

In the matter of official rank, Hit- 
er, of course, will remain supreme 
and Christ will receive a subordinate 
status, probably not much inferior to 
that of Herr Streicher.

“An extra session of the legisla- 
ture is only called where some emer- 
gency arises that did not exist at the 
time of the regular session of the gen- 
eral assembly. 

“There has been no change in the 
status of the appropriation bill since 
the regular session of the general as 
sembly. 

“When the general assembly failed 
and refused to pass an appropriation 
bill, it is the duty of the chief execu- 
tive to carry on the functions of the 
government of the state.

Girl Says Fear Caused Her 
To Shoot Her Father at 
Ray City. 


NASHVILLE, Ga., March 2.—(/) 
A 14-year-old Georgia farm girl and 
her mother were charged today with 
killing her father in his sleep under 
a plan made assertedly because they 
were afraid of him. 

Both the girl, Truby Giddens, and 
her mother, about 40, were jailed on 
a murder charge but Sheriff O. L. 
Garner said the daughter was accused 
of the actual shooting. 

“From what they have told me,” 
Sheriff Garner said, they planned 
the whole thing out. 

“The girl and her mother told me 
they were afraid of Giddens and that 
he had been mean to them,” he added. 

The father, Ben Giddens, 48-year- 
old farm laborer, was asleep on a 
porch at the home. 

“They sent the six other children 

(all younger than Truby) away from 
the house. Truby Giddens, the daugh- 
ter, said she went out on the porch, 
pointed a shotgun about 14 inches 
away from her father’s body and 
tired.“ 
Sheriff Garner said the girl told 
him her father had been drinking but 
added he detected no odor of liquor 
about the body. 

After the shooting, which took place 
Sunday, the sheriff arrested the 
mother and daughter at a neighbor's 
house. ; 

“I brought them by their own 
house,” he added. “The mother broke 
down a little but the girl didn't.“ 

Giddens, the sheriff said, worked for 
a south Georgia landowner as a 
“handy man.”

y. st’s third play was the jack of 
clubs, which East trumped. Now, 
West having led a high card, East 
knee he wanted the lead of the high- 
er of the two possible choices (hearts 
and diamonds). East led a heart, 
West took the ace and led his deuce 
o. clubs. Dummy trumped with the 
ten of spades, but East overtrumped 
with the queen and this trick defeat- 
ed the contract. 

Without the suit preference signal 
Eas unquestionably would have shift- 
ed to diamonds, leading toward dum- 
my's weakness. Declarer would have 
won with the ace and drawn trumps, 
shutting off the impending overruff of 
dummy.

Blair Gullion, slender, slightly bald 
Tennessee coach, was given a rousing 
ovation as medals were presented to 
the title-winning team, produced by 
the Purdue graduate in his first year 
at the helm of the Knoxville cagers. 

Tennessee, seeded fourth in the tour- 
nament ratings, conquered Alabama 
Poly in its first game, 43 to 25, and 
followed with a well-earned 39-to-28 
triumph over the highly-rated Ken- 
tucky Wildcats. 

Alabama swamped Louisiana State, 
52 to 30, and then eliminated Georgia 
Tech, upset conqueror of the top-rank- 
ed Vanderbilt Commodores, 43 to 34. 

Approximately 3,000 wildly-cheer- 
ing pectators witnessed Tennessee 8 
triumphant battle. 

It looked like a walkaway for the 
Crimson Tide as the skirmish began. 
After 17; minutes of play, Tennessee 
had not connected for a field goal in 
the face of close guarding by the Ala- 
bama team, and Crisp’s Cagers led, 
13 to 5. 

Biggy Marshall, speedy all-confer- 
ence forward, broke underneath the 
basket for two field goals in rapid 
succession and Rice added another 
just before the intermission. 

Within a minute after the final 
half opened, Tennessee tied the score 
at 13-13 when Martin loped in an 
angle-shot. It was not until three min- 
utes later that the Vols moved into 
the lead for the first time when Mar- 
tin ‘collected a free toss to give 
team a 16-to-5 advantage. 

Twice within the next few minutes 
the score was knotted at 17-17 and 
19-19, but Marshall regained the lead 
for Tennessee to 20-19 on a free throw 
and the Volunteers remajned out in 
front thereafter.

Marshall and Captain Harry An- 
derson were Tennessee's stars, cap- 
ably supported by the work of John- 
son and Rice, while the guarding of 
Al Nogi, unanimously selected on the 
all-conference team, and the accurate 
shooting of Shoemaker featured Ala- 
bama’s play. 

Shoemaker and Marshall tied for 
the individual scoring honors, each 
collecting 11 points. The Alabama 
loss could be attributed partially to 
the failure of Big Jim Whatley, all- 
tournament center, to duplicate his 
previous fine exhibitions. 

He was closely guarded throughout 
by Tennessee’s rangy leader, Ander 
son, who was playing his last game 
for the Vols and is the only player 
to be lost from the 1937 team.

Professor Championed Idea 
Leif Ericson Real Dis- 
coverer of America. 


MADISON, Wis., March 2.—(P)— 
Ande 


Rasmus reson, known as 
“the father of Norse literature in 
America,” died here late today. He 
was 90 years old January 12. 

Professor Anderson was one of the 
first historians to champion the claim 
that Leif Ericson discovered America. 
He published 60 books that establish- 
ed him as an authority on Scandinav- 
ian history. 

book, “America Not Discovered by 

Columbus,” written by Professor An- 
derson advanced the theory that Erie- 
son arrived on the North American 
continent 492 years before Christo 
pher Columbus. The educator sup- 
ported his contention with old manu- 
scripts in state archives, supplement- 
ed by photostatic copies of correspond- 
ence between the popes and ecclesias- 
tics in Norway, dated in the 13th 
century. 

Professor Anderson was the first 
director of the Scandinavian depart- 
ment of the University of Wisconsin. 
He founded it in 1875 after joining 
the Wisconsin faculty in 1869. He 
left the university in 1885 to become 
United States minister to Denmark. 
After four years in Europe he return- 
ed to Madison, with his wife and 
four children, and had lived here since.
